Ice  cream  production  in- the  United  States  in  Novemoer,  estimated  at  ‘■}0/j6^,000 
gallons^  was  the  highest  of  record  for  the  months  the  Crop  Reporting' Board  rexjorts. 
Output  was  4 percent  more  than  in' November  I963  and  10  percent ' larger'  than  the  I938- 
52  average  for  the  month.  The  seasonal  decline  from  October  to  IlO'Vember' was  only  11 
percent  this  year^  compared  with  I7  percent  at  this  time  a year  earlier'  a.nd  l4  per- 
cent on  the  average  in  the  previous  5 -year  period.  Temperatures,  during  .November 
averaged  below  normal  in  most  of  the  area  from  the  Pacific  Coast  eastward  to  the 
eastern  sections  of  the  Dalcotas^  northern 'Nebraska^  southwestern 'Colorado  and 
^ western  New  Mexico,  except  for  a section  of  the  middle  Rocky  Mouhtain' area.’  They, 
were  normal  or  above  in  the  remainder  of  the  country  except  the  eastern  New  England

' Ice  crea,m  production  increased  from  November  I963  in  all  regions  of  the 

country  except  the  Mountain,  where  it  decreased, 7 .percept.  „ Increases  ranged  from  1 
.jorcent  in  the  Saqt  North  Central  Region  to  10  percent  in  both  the  7/est  North  Cen- 
T.ral  and  the  South' Central.  Output  inc'reased' percent  in  txee  Noi'th  Atlantic  States. 
Other  gains  were  2 percent  in  the  ■ South  .Atlantic  Region  and  vl,  percent  in  the  Pacific. 
In  the  three  leading  ice  cream-x^roducihg  states,  production  was  up  7'  percent  in  New 
York  and  8 percent  in  California,  ■ i:ut  do'vm  1 percent  in  Pennsylvania'.  ■ 

Compa,red  with  the  1958-52  average  for  November,  production  increases  in  all 
regions  varied  from  3 percent  in  "':0th  -the  South  Atlantic  and  the- Mountain  to  l4  per- 
cent in  the  South  Central.  Output  ^,.'as  11  percent  more  in  both  the  North' Atlantic 
Region  and  the  'lEest  North  Centi-al.  Increases  in  the  remaining  regions  were.  10 
percent  in  the  East  North  Cent .ral" and  12  percent  in  'the  pacific.  Production  was 
more  in  all  importont -producing  states  except  Ohio,  Iowa,  Kansas,  Maryland,  Florida, 
Louisiana  and  Oregon.  Output  T:as  1 percent  above  average  in  Pennb^^lvania)  wnile  it 
was  13  percent  greatei-  in  both  New  York  and  California.  • ;
